Greenbelters on Tuesday, November 6 will be voting for 
a President and Vice-President, for a Congressman and for 
two Circuit Court Judges. Voters will also be asked to vote 
For or Against a TRIM amendment and five other county 
questions and one State Constitutional amendment. 

Voting in the city will take the categories of individuals af 


place at four polling places from 
7 a.m. to 8 p.m. on Election Day. 
Election officials urge voters to 
cast their ballots between 9 a.m, 
and 3 p.m. to avoid delays and 
congestion.

School, Precinct 8 - Springhill 
Lake Elementary School and Pre¬ 
cinct 13 Eleanor Roosevelt Sen¬ 
ior High School. 

Presidential Contest 

In the Presidential-Vice Presi¬ 
dential race are Democrats 
Walter Mondale and Geraldine 
Ferraro, Republicans Ronald 
Reagan and George Bush, Liber¬ 
tarian Candidates David Berg- 
land and James Lewis, Commun¬ 
ist Candidates Gus Hall and An¬ 
gela Davis, Workers Candidates 
Larry Homes and Gloria LaRiva 
and Alliance Condidates Dennis 
Serrette and Nancy Ross. 

Congressional Race 

Incumbent Congressman Steny 
Hoyer is pitted against Repub¬ 
lican John Ritchie. In 1980 Hoy¬ 
er was elected to fill the vacancy 
left by the illness of Congress- 
woman Gladys Spellman. Two 
years later Hoyer was top vote- 
getter in Greenbelt winning 81% 
of the vote over bis opponent. 

Ritchie, the owner of a small 
business, Lear Consultants, Inc., 
in Baltimore, has resided in the 
county for 18 years. He is a 
member of the Laurel Chamber 
of Commerce, a member of the 
National Utilities Contractors 
Association, and serves on the 
United States/Republic of China 
Economic Council. 

J udgeships 

in the selection of two Judges 
for the 7th Judicial Circuit 
Court, sitting judges Arthur M. 
Monty A halt, Jr. and G. R, Ho- 
vey Johnson have found them¬ 
selves in the unusual position of 
having to go out on the hustings. 
As a general rule sitting judg¬ 
es do not face challengers in the 
primary or general election. 
However, States Attorney Arthur 
A, Marshall, Jr., threw his hat 
into the ring. In the primary, 
while the incumbents w T on in the 
Democratic primary, Marshall 
edged out Johnson in the Repub¬ 
lican. 

Questions 

With all the media attention 
focused on Question A (the pro¬ 
posal to amend TRIM-see sep¬ 

arate story), some voters may 
be surprised to find that they are 
to vote on six other questions 
as well. A brief summary of each 
question follows. 

Question 1 would amend the 
state constitution to allow only 
registered voters to be elected 
to certain offices or to continue in 
the office once elected. The 
amendment, if adopted, would 
prevent anyone ineligible to vote 
(or simply not registered) from 
serving in certain offices. Among 


fected by this amendment will be 
those whose registration was ta¬ 
ken away because of mental dis¬ 
ability or conviction of a crime. 

Question B would amend the 
Prince Georges County Charter 
to allow the County Council to 
choose one of its members to fill 
the County Executive's post if it 
becomes vacant in the last two 
years of the four-year term. The 
charter currently provides that 
the Chairman of the County 
Council will fill any vacancy 
which occurs in the last two 
years of the County Executive's 
term. The current provision for 
a special election if the vacancy 
occurs in the first two years of 
the term would be left unchanged.

Questions C through F are 
bond authorization bills which 
would enable Prince Georges 
County to issue general obligation 
bonds to build, renovate, extend 
or repair the following projects 
and in the following amounts- 

Question C - up to $2,656,000 
for the D'Arcy Road Animal Con¬ 
trol Facility, Forestville Equip¬ 
ment Service Facility, Forestville 
Service Building, CAB Uninter¬ 
ruptible Power Source Facility, 
D'Arcy Road Covered Storage 
Area, South County Senior Cen¬ 
ter and a Perimeter Road Sup¬ 
port Facility 

Question D - up to $338,000 for 
fire and rescue facilities at the 
Cheltenham Satellite Training 
Facility, traffic signal at the For¬ 
estville Fire Station and safety 
improvements at various stations. 

Question E - up to $5,400,000 
for the Hyattsville Parking Fa¬ 
cility 

Question F - up to $6,358,000 
for bridge replacement on Rit¬ 
chie Road, Trumps Hill Road, 
Thrift Road, Gallahan Road and 
Leeland Road; spot improvement 
on Riverdale Road, improvements 
on Cook Road, Mitchellville Road 
III, Surratts Manor Drive, Swan 
Creeg Road bridge, Woodland 
Lane, Adelphi Road and im¬ 
provements at unspecified inter¬ 
sections. 

In all cases a “For” vote is 
in favor of adoption .

Party Affiliations 
Favor Democrats

Although Democrats in Green¬ 
belt have lost strength since the 
1980 Presidential Elections, spec¬ 
ulation is that the team of Walter 
F. Mondale and Geraldine Fer¬ 
raro will top the Roneld Reagan- 
George Bush ticket here. Incum¬ 
bent Democrat Steny H. Hoyer 
is expected to win big against 
Republican John E. Ritchie in the 
Fifth Congressional District race. 
Tn the three-way contest for two 
Circuit Court Judgeships, bets 
nre on Arthur M. Monty Ahalt, 
Jr. and G. R. Hovey Johnson to 
retain their seats on the bench. 
States Attorney Arthur A. Mar¬ 
shall, Jr. is the third contender. 
Voters will also be asked to vote 
For or against a TRIM amend¬ 
ment and five other county ques¬ 
tions, as well as one State Consti¬ 
tutional amendment (See separ¬ 
ate stories.) 

Republican registration gains 
in Greenbelt over the past four 
years indicate a closer Presiden¬ 
tial race than in 1980 when Car¬ 
ter-Mondale beat Reagan-Bush 
^8,3% +« 37 6% the city How¬ 
ever, the Democratic margin 
could increase a.ver 1980 if Demo¬ 
crats. as anticipated, become the 
beneficiaries of the John Ander¬ 
son vote. Four vears ago Inde¬ 
pendent presidential candidate 
Anderson collected 13% of the 
Greenbelt vote, drawing votes 
mostly away from the Democrats. 
Anderson is now supporting Mon- 
t dale for President. 

While election fever has not 
visibly pervaded the Greenbelt 
electorate, over 75% of the city's 
10 977 registered voters are ex¬ 
pected to trek to the polls on 
Tuesday, November 6. There 
was a 76% voter turnout in 1980. 

National issues-the economy, 

the budget deficit, arms control 
and U.S. policy in Central Am¬ 
erica -appear to have genera¬ 

ted more interest in the Presi¬ 
dential sweepstakes than in 1980. 
More excitement has been created 
with the choice of the first wo¬ 
man on a major presidential tic¬ 
ket and with the telecasts of the 
presidential and vice-presidential 
debates. Also, the TRIM amend¬ 
ment may bring out more voters 
locally. 

Election officials in the county 
predict a large turnout of 80% 
in the county, where Democrats 
hold over a three to one edge ov¬ 
er Republicans - 69% to 21%, 
Statewide, nearly 68% of the 
2,253,141 registered voters are 
Democrats, while Republicans ac¬ 
count for just over 24%. Howe¬ 
ver, in the last week of registra¬ 
tion, about 51 % of the 97,092 new 
voters in the state were Demo¬ 
crats, but signing up as Republi¬ 
cans were 33% - or nearly 10 
percentage points more than the 
state average. 

Of Greenbelt's 10,977 eligible 
voters, 61.5% are Democrats 
24% Republicans and 14.5% Un¬ 
affiliated (See last week's News 
Review.) Four years ago Demo¬ 
crats held 65%, Republicans 22%

The celebration, sponsored by 


the Eleanor and Franklin Roose¬ 
velt Democratic Club, was em¬ 
ceed by its president Gary Kohn 
and special program chairperson 
J Davis. The club presented a 
photograph of Eleanor to m^tch 
the photograph of Franklin which 
hangs in the city council cham¬ 
bers. Music was provided by a 
flute quartet and duet from the 
Music Department of the only 
high school in the nation bearing 
Eleanor Roosevelt's name. 

The quasi-political nature of 
the affair spawned a measure of 
politicking. “Eleanor Roosevelt 
became the conscience of the na¬ 
tion and of the Democratic Par¬ 
ty," said Christine Sarbanes. “If 
she were with us today, she 
would be excited by Geraldine 
Ferraro debating toe-to-toe with 
the vice president and holding 
her own. She would tell women 
to get involved in this election.” 
Leo Green urged Democrats to 
get their message out to the 
voters and Parris Glendening 
asked those present to vote to 
“amend TRIM for the good of 
the county.” 

Michael Cooney (St. Hugh’s) 
and Kecia Chung (Springhill 
Lake Elementary) read their 
prize-winning entries on Eleanor 
Roosevelt in a contest sponsored 
by the Democratic Club; each 
received a $50 savings bond. Us¬ 
ing the city's silver shovels, in¬ 
dividual members of the group 
helped plant a surrogate fir tree 
donated by the Windsor Green 
Home Owners Association. The 
real tree, a 16 foot spruce donat¬ 
ed by the Prudential Insurance 
Companies of America, will be 
planted later this fall across 
Centerway from the Municipal 
Building. Debbie Isaacs, the city’s 
coordinator for local access cable 
television channels, recorded the 
event for later replay. 


Question A: Pro and Con

On November 6, voters will decide whether or not to 
amend TRIM by voting for or against on question A. 

Instead of a monetary cap, the TRIM amendment pro¬ 
vides for a limit on the property tax rate. In other words, 
the change is one from the total amount collected to the rate 
of collection for property taxes. 

TRIM was originally approved According to The Facts About 
by county voters in 1978. It TRIM, a publication by Question 


placed a limit on the annual a- 
mount of property taxes which 
could be collected. That limit was 
the amount of property taxes col¬ 
lected in Fiscal Year 1979 or 
$143.9 million. 

Question A would amend 
TRIM by replacing this monetary 
cap with a limited property tax 
rate of §2.40 per $100.00 valua¬ 
tion, This rate is three cents be¬ 
low the current rate of $2,43, 
and would be one of the lowest 
in the Baltimore/Washington 
area. Nevertheless, it is project¬ 
ed that the amendment would 
produce about $8 million in ad¬ 
ditional revenue in 1986 from new 
growth and increases in the as¬ 
sessment of existing property. 

Under TRIM, when new pro¬ 
perties are added to the tax roles, 
the property tax rate has had to 
drop to avoid collecting more tax¬ 
es than allowed with the mone¬ 
tary ceiling. Tax rates per $100.00 
of assessed valuation for the last 
few years illustrate this: 1979- 
$3.58, 1980-S3.04, 1981-$2.68, 

$1982-$2.60, 


A supporters, Fairness for All 
County Taxpayers (FACT) the 
monetary ceiling has meant “the 
county never receives additional 
income when new homes or busi¬ 
nesses are built.” The proposed 
amendment, supporters say, will 
stabilize the tax rate and allow 
future revenue increases from 
county growth. 

FACT feels TRIM as presently 
constructed, “is unfair to all 
county taxpayers.” According to 
their figures, businesses have 
benefited most from TRIM with 
constant or lower tax bills 
while the homeowners' tax bills 
have increased, FACT Director 
Mike Knapp explains that this 
happens because “homes gener¬ 
ally increase in value faster than 
commercial and apartment pro¬ 
perties.” When the homeowners' 
share of property taxes goes up, 
businesses share must go down 
to keep taxes under the monetary 
cap.

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Vote Yes on Question A 


The state of Mississippi, which for decades held the 
distinction as investing least in the nation in its public 
school system, has come to recognize that it was, as the say¬ 
ing goes, penny-wise and pound-foolish. For when its offic¬ 
ials began their pursuit of high-tech industries to upgrade 
the state's economic position, they came to recognize that 
personnel of such companies would not come to an area 
where their own children could not get a quality education, 
nor where potential employees were inadequacy prepared. 
For this reason, the state’s leadership, from the governor on 
down, have led a campaign to make a major investment in 
improving the public school system. 

In Prince Georges County, however, we have moved in 
the other direction — not because of any lack of vision on 
the part of elected officials but because of the impact of 
TRIM on all the county services. Each year the conse¬ 
quences of this strait-jacket approach to fiscal management 
have become more severe, and nowhere is it as apparent as 
in what is happening to the public schools. Unlike Missis¬ 
sippi, however, which is geographically isolated, Prince 
Georges County is within commuting distance of several 
school systems that are perceived as better than that now 
existing in Prince Georges. Companies can locate in Prince 
Georges where the state assessment system has kept their 
tax costs under TRIM well below their fair share to sup¬ 
port the services that the county must supply to them. At 
the same time, people who would most enhance this county 
by their leadership potential and their investment in its 
welfare may be tending to find their own homes elsewhere. 
Prince Georges is one of the two lowest counties in the state 
of Maryland in terms of its financial support for public 
schools. Yet business is booming here and unemployment 
percentages are among the lowest in the nation! 

The most important value your tax dollar buys is a 
level of services that insures a certain quality of life. As 
an index of that quality, the public schools are more im¬ 
portant than any other recipient of public monies. 

Prince Georges County must take responsibility for its 
own people and its own future. For this reason we strongly 
endorse a yes vote on Question A, the so-called TRIM amend¬ 
ment. on the November 6 ballot. 


Confusing Wording 

. no one has expressed shock 
or indignation at the deceptive 
manner in which the proposed 
(TRIM) amendment appears on 
the ballot. 

Both sides agree that a “YES” 
vote on Question “A’ will remove 
all ceiling limits on property tax 
collections and set a tax rate 
which will be far greater than 
next year's constant yield leaving 
the beleaguered tax payers at the 
mercy of the inequitable assess¬ 
ment system. 

This calamity does not appear 
on the ballot question description.

Instead, the voter will read “To 
include in the County Real Pro¬ 
perty Tax Rate limitation of a 
maximum tax rate of $2.40 per 
each $100.00 of assessed valua¬ 
tion.” 

Such a benign description could 
cause casual voters to believe 
that to vote “yes” will protect 
themselves from rising property 
taxes. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. I am certain that 
this deception is deliberate and 
intended to confuse a significant 
number of voters to attain their 
goal of increased property tax 
revenues.

Dear City Council: 

The Springhill Lake Civic As¬ 
sociation is anxious to cooperate 
with the City in pursuing a reso¬ 
lution to the continued, and 
sometimes surprising, develop¬ 
ment of the Sidney Brown pro¬ 
perty at Beltway Plaza. 

We appreciate the time that 
was devoted to the discussion of 
this issue at the City Council 
meeting of October 1 (and repor¬ 
ted in the Greenbelt News Re¬ 
view of October 11). Mayor Wei- 
denfeld’s objection to the contin¬ 
ued encroachment on Springhill 
Lake is welcome support to our 
Association and we are pleased 
that the City is investigating 
legislative remedies to possibly 
bring Beltway Plaza under some 
type of site approval process. 

Our citizens were alarmed at 
the sight of bulldozers a few 
weeks ago and the rate at which 
the hill between Beltway Plaza 
and Breezewood Drive was being 
leveled. The hill has, indeed, 
provided some degree of protec¬ 
tion from the noise, traffic, and 
possible crime from the Plaza. 
We are shocked and fearful that 
our protection from these ele¬ 
ments is being removed. 

For over twenty years Spring¬ 
hill Lake has existed as a quiet, 
safe, family oriented develop¬ 
ment. The reactivation of our 
Civic Association and the initia¬ 
tion of a Mobile Crime Watch by 
the Good Neighbor Group have 
been attempts to preserve this 
environment. We are frustrated 
that our efforts to maintain a 
peaceful neighborhood are being 
challenged by the unpredictable 
infringement on our community. 

We will welcome your com¬ 
ments and your suggestions on 
ways that the citizens of Spring¬ 
hill Lake can work with the City 
to prevent the further erosion of 
our neighborhood.

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A Point of View 

Principals Speak Out Against TRIM

“People see that our 
schools are open and think 
that everything is fine,” said 
a frustrated Dr. John Van- 
Schoonhoven, principal of 
Center Elementary School. 
“But they’re not fine. We’re 
doing the best we can. But 
our teachers are under a lot 
of stress with larg$ classes 
and without the resources 
they need. It’s hard for 
people to understand that we 
are stretched so thin. We 
have programs, but we don’t 
have the substance we used 
to have. I want my staff to 
teach as effectively as they 
were taught to teach — but 
they can’t,” he said. 

These thoughts were echoed by 
all the principals of the Green- 
belt schools “We're seeing the 
cumulative effect of TRIM,” 
commented Eleanor Roosevelt's 
principal, Ray Ogden. Where¬ 
as in the first two years follow¬ 
ing the 1976 passage of the 
TRIM amendment, changes were 
slight, “Now we are seeing big 
changes,” he commented. “We 
have textbooks dating from 1972 
and 1974 that are worn out from 
use. We need a major overhaul 
of a lot of books. We used to 
spend $10 per student- nn *oy+- 
books. Now we spend $8,” Ogden 
stated. Said Greenbelt Middle 
School's principal, Robert Mc¬ 
Kean, “We're using textbooks 
that are eight and ten years old. 
They used to be replaced every 
four to five years.” Now that 
time period has doubled. 

“Now, we are really hurting," 
added Springhill Lake's elemen¬ 
tary school principal, Stan Klein. 

There has been major impact 
on instructional materials. First 
and second graders spend half 
their time copying problems and 
answers from workbooks. Tea¬ 
chers spend a lot of time copying 
material, which puts a strain on 
our copying capability,” he com¬ 
mented. “Our globes and maps 
are old and we can’t get them 
replaced. We play the ‘princi¬ 
pal game' — trying to get books 
from other principals who may 
have a few extra copies. We 
used to have more flexibility in 
selection of textbooks. Now, we 
are limited in number and vari¬ 
ety,” Klein reflected. 

Fewer Specimens 

“In our science labs, we*re 
spending less money per student 
than we used to so we buy few¬ 
er specimens,” Ogden said. “This 
means more students work on a 
single project” 

Greenbelt'^ principals point to 
other serious losses in school 
programs over the last six years 
since TRIM has been in effect.

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“We used to receive $10,000 from 
the county to run our athletic 
program,” Ogden said. “Now we 
receive $5,000.” 

“Teachers are buying paper 
and pencils and crayons out of 
their pockets,” Klein commented. 
“And they can't afford it.” 

“Our science and technology 
program is hurt by the fact that 
we are not able to order the 
number and quantity of mater¬ 
ials necessary for our media cen¬ 
ter,” Ogden added. 

At the elementary level, Vun- 
Schoonhoven's media center is 
open every other week instead of 
every week because the media 
specialist is shared with another 
school. “Library skills are just 
not being taught unless the tea¬ 
cher takes a whole class to the 
library at one time,” he comment¬ 
ed. “We don’t have a guidance 
counselor anymore We don’t 
have a community health nurse 
because the county's health de¬ 
partment cut those positions. 
Physical education classes that 
used to be conducted three days 
per week are now held three days 
one week and two days the next. 
Instrumental music has been el¬ 
iminated in the fourth grade. We 
have a health aide three days a 
week instead of five. The secre¬ 
taries now have to pitch in on 
the other two days. A curriculum 
specialist comes to the school 
irregularly,” VanSchoonhoven re¬ 
lated. 

Class Size 

Classroom size and teacher sal¬ 
aries were a big issue with each 
of the principals. Prior to TRIM 
the county had made great strid¬ 
es in reducing classroom size to 
the desired 24 to 28 pupils. Now 
the figure hovers between 31 and 
33 in each of the schools. 

Klein pointed with pride to the 
support he has received from 
narents who, through fundraisers 
and other means, have helped the 
school obtain equipment, partic¬ 
ularly computers for the class¬ 
rooms. “Otherwise we would 
have nothing. Nor do we have 
any software from the school 
system,” he said. “Our audio 
visual equipment is outdated. 
Projection screens are broken and 
taped together. We’re sitting on 
a mechanical time bomb because 
we're not replacing anything,” he 
added. 

“We're seeing the residual ef¬ 
fects of losing 507 teachers in 
1982,” stated Brian Porter, spoke- 
person for the county's school 
system. “We've cut back on the 
Talented and Gifted (TAG) pro¬ 
gram, library services, physical 
education, instrumental music, 
school maintenance. We have the 
largest classroom sizes of any 
school system in the metropoli¬ 
tan area and the lowest teacher 
salaries,” Beginning teachers 


start at $14,500 per year com¬ 
pared with Fairfax County where 
beginning teachers receive $17,- 
000 per year. “We’re not attract¬ 
ing new people,” he affirmed. 

VanSchonhoven voiced his fear 
that present teacher shortages in 
science and math will spread to 
other areas as well. “Fairfax and 
Montgomery Counties will snap 
up our teachers and you know 
what we'll be left with,” he said. 

Klein i§ concerned about what 
will happen if TRIM is not a- 
mended. “The message we’re 
getting from the community is 
that people don't care about ed¬ 
ucation. ... If test scores de¬ 
cline, the public will say teach¬ 
ers aren't working hard enough,” 

“There has been major impact 
Klein admits. But, he pointed out, 
teacher morale and quality can't 
help but be affected when respect 
for teaching as a profession is 
lew, the pay is low, and disci¬ 
pline problems exist. “We're 
looking down the line at a teacher 
shortage nationally,' he predicts. 

“Wearing Out” 

TRIM supporters repeatedly 
point to what they call a “top 
heavy” administrative system, 
castigating the Board of Educa¬ 
tion for not getting rid of more 
administrators. 

Brian Porter challenged thi* 
opinion, stating that 297 admini¬ 
strative positions have been el¬ 
iminated since 1980. Prince Ge¬ 
orges County has the lowest ad¬ 
ministrative staff to number of 
pupils in the^State with 56.9 
people per 1,000 pupils, he said. 
Montgomery County has 70 ad¬ 
ministrators per 1,000 pupils. 
Moreover, commented Porter, “we 
have no staff for the future, no 
second-in-commands and our di¬ 
rectors are wearing out,” As¬ 
sistant principals, administrative 
aides, curriculum specialist posi¬ 
tions have been cut throughout 
the system,” he said. 

Plant maintenance too is suf¬ 
fering, say the principals. “Our 
whole building needs painting,” 
says McKean. “We have missing 
ceiling tiles and we’ll need a new 
roof soon.” VanSchoonhoven has 
missing ceiling tiles and a warped 
gym floor. “We have no back¬ 
up cleaning crew,” he commented. 

County Executive Parris Glen- 
dening has pledged that the addi¬ 
tional $6 million to $8 million 
expected to be raised through the 
passage of the TRIM amend¬ 
ment, known as Question A on 
the ballot, will go to support edu¬ 
cation and public safety pro¬ 
grams. 

“We can't replace what's been 
lost,’ Ogden said. “It will cost 
us many times more to reach the 
same level of services we had 
before TRIM. But, if TRIM is 
not amended, we'll have trouble 
maintaining this level of services.”

that businesses have benefited 
most from TRIM. However, they 
note that the county has lost rev¬ 
enue from these businesses by 
giving them tax breaks through 
tax incremental financing (TIF) 
districts. They also say that lift¬ 
ing the monetary cap will raise 
taxes for everybody. 

The TRIM Committee, opon- 
ents of the amendment, estimate 
that the average Prince Georges 
homeowner would pay an addi¬ 
tional $600 in property taxes be¬ 
tween 1086 and 1990 (about $40 
in 1986 to $200 in 1990) if TRIM 
is amended. 

FACT lists several areas where 
county services have dropped 
since TRIM was passed. They in¬ 
clude an increase from' four to 
six minutes in county police re¬ 
sponse to emergencies, an in¬ 
crease in fire losses in the county, 
a decrease of money spent on 
road maintenance to less than 
half, and an increase in class¬ 
room size in the state. County 
Executive Parris Glendening has 
blamed TRIM for the drop in the 
county’s bond rating. The Green- 
belt Center School PTA Newslet¬ 
ter notes the following changes 
at the school since the passage of 
TRIM: class size has increased, 
physical education classes have 
been reduced from 3 to 214 clas¬ 
ses a week, vocal music classes 
reduced from 3 to 2 classes a 
week, instrumental music has 
been eliminated for the 4th grade 
and reduced for the 5th and 6th 
grades, the media specialist has 
been cut to half time, the guid¬ 
ance counselor has been elimin¬ 
ated, there is no assigned com¬ 
munity health nurse and health 
aide is assigned for only 3 days 
a week, there has been a major 
reduction in curriculum special¬ 
ists and pupil services staff, build¬ 
ing maintenance has been greatly 
reduced, buses run on a tight and 
inflexible schedule, instructional 
materials have 4 een greatly re¬ 
duced and supplemental materials 
must be provided by school or 
PTA. 

Opponents of amending TRIM 
respond that the decrease in 
county services merely reflects 
a reordering of priorities by the 
county government — in other 
words, where county officials have 
decided to spend what money is 
available. They say that police, 
fire and per pupil spending have 
outpaced inflation, 

According to data gathered by 
the TRIM Committee, a group 
opposed to the amendment of 
TRIM, the Maryland State Board 
of Education ranks Prince Ge¬ 
orges County eighth in education 
spending per capita of all Mary¬ 
land counties, first in the ratio 
of clerical and non-instructional 
personnel to instructor, and last 
in student-teacher ratio. The 
Prince Georges County budget, 
according to the committee, 
shows that spending per pupil 
will be $3,044 in 1985, up from a 
per-pupil cost in 1979 (the last 
pre-TRIM year) or $1,917. This 
is an increase of 59% under 
TRIM, while during these same 
years, inflation totaled 46% and 
school enrollment decreased by 
more than 100,000. 

According to figures cited re¬ 
cently by Walter H. Maloney, Jr. 
in an article in the Prince Geor¬ 
ges Journal, the county will be 
spending over $131 million more 
in 1985 than in the last pre- 
TRIM year. The increased rev¬ 
enues came from increased in¬ 
come- tax yields and other sour¬ 
ces, Maloney, a member of the 
TRIM Committee, and a former 
Prince Georges County attorney, 
said that the county, without any 
TRIM amendment, will have av¬ 
ailable ah^ut $25 million more in 
revenues next year than it had 
last year. On November 6 the 
voters will decide whether that 
is enough. 


Residents who drove down 
Lakeside Dr. on Friday, Oct. 26 
on their way to work, and then 
drove back in the afternoon must 
have done a double-take. In the 
morning, they would have seen a 
cleared lot, with the outer walls 
only of a partial basement erec¬ 
ted ; in the afternoon a full two 
story house stood in place! What 
happened in the interim was the 
talk of the neighborhood. 

Sometime in the morning a 
huge blue crane arrived, and a 
ramp was constructed to move it 
into the sloping lot. After the 
rear wheels of the truck support¬ 
ing the crane were leveled with 
wooden supports, the house, in 
two halves, was trucked in on 
two large trailers. The rear sec¬ 
tion of the house was then moved 
into position where it could be 
reached by the crane, and large 
slings were affixed. The section 
of the house was then lifted into 


place across the rear of the base¬ 
ment. A slanting room, which 
previously lay flat, was then pul¬ 
led up in place and the moveable 
sections nailed securely. 

With the front section, the pro¬ 
cess was reversed. First, the 
roof piece was lifted and nailed 
tightly. Then, with the slings 
affixed, the crane moved the rest 
of the house into position to cre¬ 
ate the whole. 

Everything is already inside: 
kitchen cabinets, plumbing, elec¬ 
trical fixtures, carpeting. Once 
these are hooked up and siding 
laid on the two end sections, the 
house will be ready to move into. 
Other carpentry work will be done 
on site—construction of a pillared 
porch and gable across part of 
the facade, and completion of the 
basement section of the split- 
level house.

LANDS OF HUNTING RIDGE CONDOMINIUM; HAROLD S. 
TIDLER, ET AL; THE MARYLAND-NATIONAL CAPITAL 
PARK & PLANNING COMMISSION; TRINITY ASSEMBLY OF 
GOD, INC.; TRINITY CHURCH OF GOD, INC.; MICHAEL S. 
STEINER; JAMES H. SHIMMEL; MAGNOLIA FARMS PRO¬ 
PERTY PARTNERSHIP; HUNTING RIDGE LIMITED PART¬ 
NERSHIP; GOOD LUCK PARTNERSHIP; JOHN BEDNARIK;

PREPARED BY JOHN D. ELMER AND ASSOCIATES, P.A., 
REGISTERED ENGINEERS AND SURVEYORS, AND AS SET 
FORTH IN THE RESOLUTION; AND FURTHER PROVIDING 
FOR THE SPECIAL TREATMENT OF PROPERTY IN THE 
AREA TO BE ANNEXED AS TO RATES OF MUNICIPAL 
TAXATION BY DEFERRING THE TIME PROPERTY SHALL 
FIRST BECOME TAXABLE UNTIL THE FISCAL YEAR BE¬ 
GINNING JULY 1, 1985 OR UNTIL SIX MONTHS AFTER AN¬ 
NEXATION, WHICHEVER LAST OCCURS. 

On October 9, 1984 a public hearing was held by the City Council 
of Greenbelt on the above resolution, and the hearing was adver¬ 
tised and held in all due form according to the laws of the State 
of Maryland. The amendment shall become and be considered a part, 
of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, according to 
the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be effective and 
observed as such, upon the 29th day of November, 1984, unless 
within 45 days of its passage the City Council receives a petition 
for referendum in accordance with the provisions of Section 19 
of Article 23A of the Annotated Code of Maryland (1957 Edition 
as amended).

MARSHALL FOR JUDGE 


IN THE primary elections last spring, we 
supported the “sitting judges”, as they like 
to call themselves, over the candidacy of 
State’s Attorney Arthur “Bud” Marshall for 
a circuit court seat here. We’ve changed our 
mind 

In the beginning,, we felt Marshall was a 
spoiler, someone ready to wreak havoc upon 
the judicial election process. Under a rather 
silly system, the governor appoints judges 
who must then run for election, usually 
unopposed, early in their terms. 

We’ve always felt uncomfortable with the 
concept of electing judges in the first place, 
hut since it was a Maryland political tradi- 
tion, we grinned, bit our lip and accepted the 
sad reality of the situation. 

We assumed Marshall would fade back 
into the political woodwork after his loss to 
the incumbent, Hughes-appointed judges, G. 
R. Hovey Johnson and Arthur Ahalt We 
never imagined he would continue to battle 
on against all odds. 

Marshall lost his bid for the Democratic 
nomination, but, ironically, the Democratic 
state’s attorney received a nod from the 
county’s tiny Republican contingent and this 
placed his name on the November ballot. 

We never questioned Marshall’s legal 
qualifications. In courtroom experience, he’s 
far better qualified than either of the sitting 
judges. 

And over the past few months we’ve come 
to admire his spunk and determination. 
Against what would seem to be insurmounta¬ 
ble odds, Marshall has continued to cam¬ 
paign agressively. And we like some of the 
things we've heard from him lately, although 
we still disagree with a few of his positions. 
But at least we know what he stands for, 
which is a no-nonsense approach to crime. 

We have been less than impressed with 
the courtroom performances of too many 
judges in Prince Georges County Marshall, 
we feel, offers an alternative to shoddy 
performance. 

As for the sitting judges, Ahalt and 
Johnson, we have discovered over the past

months that they are quite comfortable with 
big-bucks fundraisers and blatant partisan 
politics. Both have even appeared in public 
with convicted former state senator Tommie 
Broadwater. That, we feel, indicates at least 
a temporary lack of good judgement. 

The Prince Georges County Democratic 
Party has shunned Marshall, which may just 
speak well of him The Democratric Party in 
this county has had for years — as contem¬ 
porary political jargon puts it — a sizable 
sleaze factor. 

The party has had more than its share of 
dirty linen aired publicly. Backroom deals, 
jobs for party hacks, the occassional corrup¬ 
tion conviction, the well-oiled machine spew¬ 
ing out nincompoop candidates have all been 
characteristics of the party here. The Demo¬ 
crats always assume, and, sadly, they’re 
usually right, that they will get all the 
political pie, not just a few slices. 

Granted, Marshall has been a Democrat 
through all these years, and still is. But we 
think he’s been treated pretty badly, and we 
also believe that he’s reacted to this treat¬ 
ment admirably And he certainly isn’t part 
of the Democratic machine gearing up for 
election day. 

After several months of watching the 
sitting judges and Marshall in action, we find 
that the incumbents are every bit as political 
as had been the state’s attorney, and maybe 
even a tad more so in some cases, Marshall 
is eminently more qualified than either of his 
opponents; he’s proven himself to be far 
more energetic, certainly, and, we feel, far 
more aware of the challenges facing the 
judicial system today. 

For years we’ve had our disagreements 
with Marshall as state's attorney, but putting 
those disagreements aside and objectively 
pondering the qualifications of the three men 
seeking two judicial seats after several 
months of campaigning, we are convinced 
that Marshall is the best candidate. 

Our choice for the second seat is Bowie’s 
G.R. Hovey Johnson.

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City Council Approves Annexation, 
Considers Changing Its Election Date

Hunting Ridge Condomini¬ 
ums as well as adjacent un¬ 
developed properties totaling 
273.90 acres of land were an¬ 
nexed by the City Council at 
its Monday, October 15 meet¬ 
ing. The annexation follows 
a petition drive by residents 
of Hunting Ridge and gen¬ 
eral support by owners of 
the undeveloped parcels of 
land. The annexation reso¬ 
lution will become effective 
on November 29, 45 days af¬ 
ter passage. 

While annexation was almost, 
perfunctorily achieved, having 
been discussed at previous work 
sessions, meetings and public 
hearings, council member Tom 
W T hite took exception to a letter 
sent to the council that very day 
by attorneys George Brugger 
and Diane Leasure who represent 
a number of property owners of 
the undeveloped land being an¬ 
nexed. White objected to the tone 
of the letter which implied, he 
said, that the owners wanted to 
condition their support of annex¬ 
ation on city council support of 
certain rezoning petitions, road 
improvements, plantings and 
traffic signals. 

Since there is no current plan 
by the owners before council, 
White termed the letter “an af¬ 
front” with its subliminal mes¬ 
sage linking future development 
to present annexation. 

Mayor pro tern Richard Pilski 
dismissed the letter, saying that 
he did not want to cloud annexa¬ 
tion with the developers’ peti¬ 
tions since there was no formal 
petition before the council. Coun¬ 
cil members voted 4-1 (White 
dissenting) to acknowledge re¬ 
ceipt of the letter and make it 
part of the public record on an¬ 
nexation. 

Parkland

NCPPC, proposes to sell the pro¬ 
perty to the city at cost plus 0 
percent compound interest per 
year of ownership or the current 
appraisal price with a reverter 
clause to insure its use as park 
land. If the city declines to pur¬ 
chase the property, Robey pro¬ 
poses that it be sold to the high¬ 
est bidder. 

The city manager, James K. 
Giese, took exception to the pro¬ 
posal and requested a meeting 
with M/NCPPC staff. He noted 
that the property was acquired 
for a neighborhood park with 
Program Open Space funds re¬ 
ceived from state and federal 
grants. “It would be unthink¬ 
able for this property to ever be 
sold off for private ownership,” 
Giese stated. “The land was ac¬ 
quired for a neighborhood park 
. . . the neighborhood is still 
there and the need is still there,” 
he further commented. “Annexa¬ 
tion will not change the justifica¬ 
tion for parkland being located 
at that location and will not 
change the public benefitting 
from a park at that location. It 
will only change the jurisdiction¬ 
al authority responsible for the 
development, operation and main¬ 
tenance of the park.” Council 
agreed with Giese and directed 
him to seek a meeting with the 
M-NCPPC staff to discuss the 
issue further. 

To purchase the parkland with 
the city’s open space funds would 
require all the city's open space 
money for the next ten years, 
Giese maintained. 

Changing the Election Date 

Council unanimity was shat¬ 
tered over the next issue — chan¬ 
ging the date of city elections 
from the traditional third Tues¬ 
day in September to the third 
Tuesday in October. This propo¬ 
sal was made by Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld and strongly support¬ 
ed by councilmembers Toni Bram 


and Ed Putens. Reasons for the 
change included the steamy Au¬ 
gust weather being too hot for 
campaigning, many people were 
away during July and August 
and could not attend candidates* 
nights or were away when candi¬ 
dates knocked on their doors. 

Pilski saw no need to change 
the date since the citizens had 
not requested a change and the 
city has had good voter turn-out. 
White felt the reasons for 
change, which would require a 
charter amendment, were “flimsy 
excuses.” 

Bram accused White and Pilski 
of favoring “the status quo” and 
objecting to a “changed way of 
thinking.” Pilski rejected the 
charge and moved to table the 
question, stating he wanted more 
information on the number of 
people who voted in the past two 
or -three elections. The move 
failed, 3-2, and the charter a- 
mendment changing the date was 
requested also on a vote of 3-2. 
Council then voted unanimously 
to ask its advisory board on el¬ 
ections to review the proposal. 

Earlier White had asked the 
city to review its procedures on 
“petitions.” He stated that some 
petitions never reach the city 
council, some go directly to the 
city jnanager, some get put on 
the agenda and others do not. 
The city manager commented 
that sometimes people who just 
appear at a city council meeting 
receive more favorable responses 
from the council than those who 
write letters. 

White also asked that the map 
at the entrance to Southway be 
changed to reflect the fact that 
the high school was “Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School” and not 
“FDR High School.” Giese said 
much of the sign needed to be 
changed. The mayor advised that 
he has asked the 50th Anniver¬ 
sary Committee to take on the 
new map as one of its projects.

and the Unaffiliated 13%. “Old 
Greenbelt” precincts, Center 
School (21-3) and St. Hugh's 
School (21-6) now show an aver¬ 
age of 64.5% Democrats, 23.5% 
Republicans and 12% Unaffilia- 
ted. The newer sections of the 
city, Springfuli Lake School ( 21 - 
8 ) and Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (21-13) show identical sta¬ 
tistics - 59% Democrats, 25% 
Republicans and 16% Unaffilia¬ 
ted. 

Potpourri 

In 1976 the Carter-Mondale 
team racked up a 62% majority 
in Greenbelt against incumbent 
Republican Gerald Ford and his 
running mate Robert Dole and 
carried the State by 90,000. Voter 
turnout was 72%. The Democra¬ 
tic proportion in the city was 
66 %, the Republicans had 22 % 
and Unaffiliated 12 %. 

In 1972 the Democrats barely 
managed to carry the city for 
George McGovern and Sargeant 
Shriver against Richard Nixon 
and Spiro Agnew by a 52.3% 
majority. In that year, it was 
Democrats 66 %, Republicans 
26% and Unaffiliated 8 %. Voter 
turnout was 86 %. 

In 1968 Greenbelt voters gave 
the ticket of Hubert Humphrey 
and Edmund Muskie an absolute 
majority of 54.6% with the Nix- 
on-Agnew team receiving 36.7% 
and Third Party candidates 
George Wallace and Curtis Le- 
May receiving 8.7%. The regis¬ 
tration breakdown that year was: 
62% Democrats, 26% Republi¬ 
cans and 12 % Unaffiliated. Voter 
turnout was 81%. 

In 1964 Lyndon Johnson rolled 
up a 71-29% victory over Barry 
Goldwater. The Democratic pro¬ 
portion was 69%, 25% Republi¬ 
cans and the Uniffiliated 6 %. The 
voter turnout was 79%.
